LOOMIS NOT GUILTY. 


In a Letter Directing T aft to Take 
This Step Chief Executive Haft 
Former Minister’s Action 
Is Reprehensible. 


W ashington, June 21.—The dismlaaat 
of Herbert A. Bowen, for some years 
United Stat-is m inister 
to 
Venesuela. 
and the exoneration of A ssistant Bec* 
retary of State Francis B. Loomis of 
the allegation brought against him by 
Mr. Bowen, are the outcom e of the 
Loom is-Bowen controversy which has 
attracted

attention 
for

months past. 
This disposition of the case Is made 
by P resident Roosevelt In a letter ad ­ 
dressed to S ecretary T aft, made public 
Tuesday night, approving Mr. Taft's 
report of hts findings and conclusions In 
the case. 
T he president scathingly a r ­ 
raigns M inister Bowen, declaring th a t 
his conduct Is "especially rep reh en si­ 
ble,” th at M i. Bowen asked of one of 
his w itnesses to enter the employ of a 
certain com pany for the purpose “In 
plain w ords of 
stealing” 
docum ents 
which he hoped m ight incrim inate Mr. 
l.oom Is and th a t Mr. Bowen has "evl* 
jdently for m any m onths, indeed, for 
the last tw o years, devoted him self to 
hunting up scandal and gossip until It 
became a monomania” and caused him 
to “show com plete disloyalty” to the 
country he represented. 
T he pregldent 
ways he had hoped to prom ote Mr. 
Bowen as during m uch of his service 
he had done good work, but th a t his 
usefulness In the diplom atic service Is 
now at an etui. 
The president adds 
th at he would direct th a t Mr. Bowen's 
resignation be requested, but for his 
statem ent th a t he would consider a re ­ 
signation as an adm ission of m iscon­ 
duct and 
the dism issal Is therefore 
ordered. 
The president sta te s th at it 
appears th a t Mr. Bowen, while m in is­ 
ter, secured the publication of a ttack s 
on Mr. Loomis and furnished to the 
press docum ents 
pending 
before 
the 
state d epartm ent for approval, and th a t 
his 
explanation 
Is 
inexcusable 
and 
shows his en tire unfitness for the se r­ 
vice. 
Even if Mr. 
Loomis 
had 
been 
guilty, says the president. Mr. Bowen’s 
conduct would t»e unpardonable. 
The 
letter 
quotes 
certain 
correspondence 
and testim ony. 
The report of S ecretary T a ft In the 
case, on w hich the presid en t’s action 
is based, is a 
volum inous 
docum ent, 
revealing 
the 
charges 
and 
evidence 
taken. 
In his report S ecretary T aft says tfcat 
there w as nothing dishonorable In the 
tran sactio n s In which Mr. Loomis fig­ 
ured. but th at he w as not discreet. The 
report sa#-s th at Mr. Loom is w as not 
justified in becom ing personally In ter­ 
ested In any of the schem es, elmier w ith 
a m ere nom inal Interest or a substan - 
tial Interest. 
He holds, how ever th at 
Mr. Loom is has been 
“m ost 
(Tuftily 
slandered,” com m ends him for the self 
restrain t w ith which he has m et the 
Charges and points out th at Mr. Loom ­ 
is ’ bitter experience In this case m akes 
It unnecessary to point out the m oral 
th at a m in ister cannot afford In the 
country to which he Is accredited, to 
m ake personal Investm ents.

G askill w as the sole m em ber of the 
banking and brokerage concern known 
as B enjam in H. Gasklll & Co. 
He had 
offices in 
the financial district, and 
hs credit w as 
considered 
giltedged. 
Gaskill kept tw o accounts, one record­ 
ing the tran sactio n s of his custom ers. 
which w as correct, and an o th er giving 
his own tran sactio n s. H is books show ­ 
ed th a t he w as losing $15,000 to $25,000 
a year An h is business. 
H is m ethod of 
operation w as to obtain certificates of 
giltedged securities, calling for one, two. 
three or som e other sm all num ber of 
shares, raise the figures and give them 
as securities for large loans.

Him self Up to Constable. 
C am eron, 
T ex., Ju n e 
21.—G iles 
C. 
A v erin , a 
form er 
sheriff 
o f M ilam 
cou n ty, w as sh ot down near the south 
door of th e court house and in stan tly 
k illed . 
O ne ball from a 45-callber re­ 
volver had taken effect about tw o in ch ­ 
es to th e righ t and a fourth of an inch 
above the righ t nipple and p assed out 
of the body a b o u t four Inches from the 
backbone on the left side, about two 
in ch es low er than w here it entered 
probably 
p assin g through 
the 
heart. 
T h e upper lip w as cut from a fall on the 
ston e step s or door facing. 
Sheriff Todd surrendered to C on sta­ 
b le B oles, and w as taken to Jail, 
A ver 
ltt w as in h is sh irt sleeves, and no 
p istol w as found on h is body. 
T h ese m en had been reared the clos 
e st friends, and had until about three 
y ears ago been alm ost 
as 
close 
as 
brothers, but In 1902 Todd and A veritt 
were can d id ates for the nom ination of 
sheriff. 
Todd had served In that ca 
p aclty six years. 
T he cam paign of that 
year cau sed bad feelin g b etw een them . 
A vrlett got the nom in ation by a sm all 
m ajority and served tw o years. 
In 1904 
they w ere again can d id ates for the sam e 
office and Todd defeated A vriett by 
sm all vote. 
T h ese tw o cam p aigns had 
w idened the breach, and it w as gener 
ally know n and said that bad blood ex 
lsted betw een th e tw o men. 
Mr. A vrlett leaves a w ife and live 
children— four girls and one boy. 
H is 
son h as been In the law departm ent of 
th e sta te u n iversity 
tw o 
years. 
Mr. 
A vriett had served as officer In the 
cou n ty for m any years, a s con stab le a t 
M aysfleld before m oving to Cam eron, 
and w a s in b u sin ess here about ten 
years ago.
